the subject, “ Where is H eaven?” He 
will 
deliver the baccalaureate ser­ 
mon at night. 
The fir"t of the six fiehls of “ P s y ­ 
chic Phenomena” is Occultism, the 
speaker said, and continued as fol­ 
lows : 
“ This means a 
hidden mystery, 
and the cult comes from India. A c­ 
cording to the 
Occultist 
this old 
world will go on forever and 
ever, 
having a long working dav and a 
long sleeping night. W e are living in 
the fifth day now. This day began 
after Noah’s flood. So the days will 
come and go f«irever. Each day, they 
say, will see us doing better. 
“ Theosophy makes its claims upon 
us through the doctrine of reincar­ 
nations. 
We 
shall have rII 
the 
chance we need and ultimately the 
chance we need and ultimately we 
will get to Nirvana, or heaven. But

upon it. Dreams are in the subcon­ 
scious mind and come from all our 
relationships here and 
there. 
No 
one has as yet explained 
dreams. 
They seem to relate to our weaker 
self, or more sinful self.

father-in-law, 
died with arsenic in their stomachs, 
and that the poison was adminis­ 
tered by her. 
Charles If. Cook, an attorney o f 
Greenfield, has been appointed 
by 
Alonzo Blair, judge of 
the Shelby 
circuit eourt, to a""ist tin* prosecu­ 
tion in the trial. 
A special venire of 
prospective jurors was to be drawn 
today. The ease was sent to Shelby 
county on a change of venue. Kush

was 
considered 
when tin* 
motion for a change of venue was 
before tin* Hancock c ir c u i t court. 
State attorneys will endeavor to 
prove: 
1. That "he poisoned Alonzo Carl, 
the father of Frank, her seeoml hus­ 
band, in order that a

2. That she then poisoned Frank 
to procure his property and insur­ 
ance, planning both murders meth­ 
odically to receive the full financial 
lien«*fit from them.

was entrusted largely the responsi-1 
bility of the home, the rearing 
of 
families, the education and training 
of the children. Facilities for tra ­ 
vel were extremely limited, and there 
were few diversions to claim 
their 
time or attention. Their sphere was 
the home. They were wives, moth­ 
ers, teachers, 
advisers 
and 
also 
helpers in the manifold duties de­ 
volving upon the men who were oc­ 
cupied with subduing the forces of 
nature in a new country. 
It was in the pioneed period that 
the neighborly spirit, the democracy 
of the community, and the customs 
peculiar to, 
and 
characteristic of 
the people of Rush county were de­ 
veloped. 
And here in the valley of 
Flat rock 
is 
still 
maintained that 
spirit 
which represents 
the 
soul 
of 
America. 
To the creation and 
maintenance of these customs and 
traditions, credit is due the pioneer 
women. The men had their politics, 
their 
prejudices, 
their feuds and 
their fights, but the women whose in- • 
terests 
pertained to the individual 
life and progress of the community, 
were the potent factor for good 
in 
that formative period. 
Few* 
of 
the 
pioneer women of 
Rush county are now living. Many of 
them have died in recent years, leav­ 
ing only a remnant of that cour­ 
ageous group which played so con­ 
spicuous a part in the development 
of the resources of the county. In-1 
dividual 
mention of those who are 
living would give added interest 
to 
this brief but general 
record 
ot 
their achievements, but lack of space 
will not permit their inclusion. 
It is by comparison that we 
can 
best realize how young as a county 
and 
community we are, and what 
tremendous progress has been made 
within the period 
of one hundred 
years. 
A few generations like some 
of these pioneer women, who 
are 
still living, could 
reach 
back and 
clasp 
hands with the 
first immi­ 
grants to America. 
The lives 
of 
some of them cover practically the 
entire history of the state of Ind­ 
iana, 
and extend over the greater 
|x*riod of the history of the refMtb- 
lie. The part they played in the de­ 
velopment of the country, the 
es­ 
tablishment and maintenance of our 
government and its institutions, will 
not be fully understood and appre­ 
ciated until their heroic deeds 
and 
self sacrifice recede further into the 
past where they can be viewed 
in 
greater perspective. 
W hat changes have heen wrought 
in 
the brief span covered by the 
lives of these women! W hat history 
made! W hat progress they witness­ 
ed in the material and intellectual 
development of the country! 
They 
assisted in building the first homes, 
in converting a wilderness into a 
productive country, 
and laid deep 
and strong 
the 
foundation 
upon 
which 
has been erected the super­ 
structure 
of our splendid civiliza­ 
tion. 


Most of the 
pioneer 
women of 
Rush county journeyed to Indiana in 
“prairie schooners” 
(covered wag­ 
ons) drawn by horses or ox teams. 
These trips, 
some times occupying 
weeks, and covering long distances 
over unimproved roads, were slow, 
tedious, 
and characterized by dis­ 
comfort. 
The wagons were loaded 
with the simple household furniture, 
and such supplies as the family re­ 
quired on the trip, and not infre­ 
quently the outfit included a cow led 
l»ehiud the wagon. 
When the day’s 
journey was ended the family, 
or 
company of settlers traveling 
to­ 
gether, 
camped 
by 
the 
wayside, 
cooking their food over open fires, 
and sleeping in the wagons, or on 
improvised beds spread beneath the 
vehicles. The wagons in which they 
traveled 
served 
as 
homes, 
after 
their arrival, until cabins could be 
built out of logs cut from trees on 
the land entered as homesteads. But 
the 
men and women who eame to 
Rush county seeking homes a een 
tury ago were inured to hardships, 
and their courage was undaunted by 
circumstances which would he 
re­ 
garded as insurmountable obstacles 
by their descendants who now enjov 
the 
advantages 
of the civilization 
which 
their endeavors made pos­ 
sible. 


Some of the pioneer women came 
as children with their parents, oth­ 
ers came as brides, and still others 
as mothers of families, braving with 
heroic 
fortitude, and even enthus­ 
iasm, the hardships and deprivations 
incident to migrating to, and settling 
in an undeveloped country. 
The houses 
they 
built, 
and in 
which they made their homes, repre­ 
sented a type peculiar to the per­ 
iod. 
They consisted of one or two 
rooms, and sometimes a “lean-to,” 
used as a loom or weaving 
room. 
They were built of logs, often un­ 
hewn tree trunks with the bark left 
on, notched at the ends in a way to 
hold them in place, and at the same

the logs as possible. 
The 
spaces 
were “chinked” 
with 
sticks 
and 
plastered over with mud. The roof 
was made of clapboards about three 
feet iri length, and from six to eigl\t 
inches wide, rived out of straight- 
grained oak. These hoards were laid 
upon poles extending from one gable 
end of the building to the other, c a r­ 
ried up at an angle to give the roof 
the proper slant. 
Nails were not 
available, and the boards were held 
in place by timbers fastened to the 
joist, 
or 
supporting 
poles, 
with 
wooden pin*. Floors were made of 
“puncheons,” or 
hewn 
slabs, 
laid 
upon log “ sleepers.” 


An 
open 
fire place served the 
double purpose of heating the house 
and for cooking the food. The fire­ 
place, which often covered a large 
portion of one one of the room, was 
a Source of comfort in winter, and 
of homely cheer in all seasons. The 
lower part of the chimney was built 
of logs, over the inside of which 
was laid a heavy coating of clay. 
The upper portion was constructed 
of pieces of wood, uniform in size, 
laid one above the other, with ends 
overlaping 
to hold them in place, 
tilled between and plastered on the 
inside with mud. 


The 
doors 
and 
window’s were 
framed with roughly hewn timbers. 
Doors were put together with wood­ 
en pins in lieu of nails, hung upon 
wooden hinges and fastened with a 
wooden latch. 
A string attached to 
the latch passed through a 
small 
hole in the door, so that it rnuld be 
raised from the outside. At night, or 
when intruders were not wanted, the 
string was drawn in, and from 
this 
custom came the 
expression, 
“ the 
latch strings hangs out.” 


Cooking was done over an open 
fire in the wide-throated 
fireplace, 
which was a conspicuous feature of 
every Rush 
county 
pioneer home. 
Some of them were equipped with re­ 
volving cranes, on which could 
be 
hung pots and kettles. 
Cooking utensils consisted of pots, 
kettles, skillets and 
pans. 
Wheat 
and 
corn bread were baked in an 
iron oven which stood upon 
three 
legs above beds of live coals, and 
was covered with a flange-rimmed 
lid, upon which could be heaped hot 
embers. Most of the bread eaten- by 
the pioneers 
was 
made 
of corn 
meal, designated as corn bread, pone 
and 
johnnv-cake. 
The bread and 
pone were baked in the oven, 
but 
the johnnv-cake was cooked 
on 
a 
board in front of the fire. Potatoes 
were roasted in hot ashes, and cof­ 
fee boiled over the open fire. 
Light was provided by primitive 
lamps made by laying a strip 
of 
cloth, or wick, in a bowd of melted 
animal fat, with one end of the wick 
projecting over the edge of the ves­ 
sel. 
The oil was absorbed by the 
wick, which would burn as long as 
the supply lasted. Other methods of 
lighting were by tallow 
dips and 
home-made candles. The former were 


deer, wild tur- 
pheasants and 


made .by dipping a twisted 
cotton 
time leave as little space betw eenLtring »«to melted tallow. When the 


string was withdrawn the fat which 
adhered to it would cool quickly, and 
the operation was repeated until the 
dip assumed the desired form. Can­ 
dles were made by pouring melted 
tallow’ into metal molds. The molds 
were so formed that when tin* taliow’ 
cooled the candles could be easily 
withdrawn. 


Game, including 
keys, geese, ducks, 
qünil, 
and fish in great varieties, 
which abounded in the forests and 
streams, 
furnished 
meat 
for the 
table, and w ith vegetables that grew* 
prolifieally in 
the rich virgin soil, 
the pioneers were assured of a plen­ 
tiful supply of food. 
In addition to their numerous and 
arduous household duties, the pion­ 
eer women helped to clear the land 
and eu It va te the soil. They clipped 
fleeces from the backs 
of sheep, 
washed, carded and spun the 
wool 
into yarn, and on hand looms w’ove 
it into blankets and into cloth from 
which they made clothing. They also 
knitted socks, stockings and mittens 
for the members of their families. 
Included in the industrial 
achieve­ 
ments of the pioneer women was the 
making of 
beautiful 
applique and 
patch-work quilts. 
When the labor 
involved in the production of these 
various articles is contemplated, the 
achievements of our maternal an ­ 
cestors seem little less than marvel­ 
ous. 
There were few doctors among the 
early settlers of the county, medi­ 
cine was scarce, expensive and dif­ 
ficult to obtain, 
and 
the 
pioneer 
women were often compelled by nec­ 
essity to assume the role of doctors 
and nurses. The simple remedies they 
applied in eases of emergency were 
wonderfully 
eficacious, 
and 
the 
strong constitutions and fine physi­ 
ques of their descendants evidence 
the fac t that the simple lives they 
lived made for the conservation 
of 
health and physical vitality. 
The homes of the pioneers w’erc 
frequently remote from other places 
of human habitation, roads were few 
and often impassable. Some of the 
roads 
designated 
as “corduroy,” 
were built by placing logs side by 
side on the ground, and a journey 
in à cart, or Iiftnber wagon without 
springs, the usual means of tran s­ 
portation at that time w’as a 
slow 
and extremely uneomforable experi­ 
ence. 
Schools were few* and far between, 
and the instructions provided were 
elemental in the extreme. 
To 
the 
pioneer mothers fell the lot of sup­ 
plementing the education to be ob­ 
tained in the primitive schools w’ith 
instructions at home. 
Diversions w*ere few in the rural i 
districts but the simple amusements ! 
were indulged in with enthusiasm, 
and the neighborly spirit common to 
the period 
was epmhasized by the 
interest with 
which 
they 
invested 
community gatherings. These meet­ 
ings, like other phases of life were 
characterized by the custom of a p ­ 
plying their energies to things prac- 


tical and useful. Com hustings and 
quilting bet* were made the occas­ 
ion for both work and sociability. 
House and bain-raisings, log-rollings 
and like events, which brought 
to­ 
gether the residents of the commun­ 
ity, w’erc attended with social fea t­ 
ures, including special dinner or-sup- 
]>er, and simple games and amuse­ 
ments. 
Out of these conditions, an unde­ 
veloped country, covered with dense 
forests, much 
of 
it 
swamp, 
in­ 
fested with malaria, and abandoned 
by the aborigines only a century ago, 
h a s evolved 
Rush county, one 
of 
the richest, most productve and a t­ 
tractive sections of the great IIoos- 
ier commonwealh. And in celebrating 
the centennial of the county proper 
credit and honor should Do given to 
the pioneer 
women for the heroic 
and conspicuous 
part they played 
in its development and progress.

oss as compared with last year, 
with the sfnglo exception of hogs'. 


The preliminary report includes all 


assessment sheets reported to the 
county assessor by the township 
assesors up until May 10th. This was 
five days before the close of the 
assessing season, but at that time 
practically all of the personal prop- 
erty had been listed by the assessors. 


The county assessor is expecting a 


complete report from all of the asses- 
sors within the next few days, and 
then he will be able to determine the 
average' assessed value of real e- 
state and improvements and compare 
them with 1919 when the real estate 
was assessed for taxation purposes 
the last time. 


Indications are that the real estate

OF RUSH COUNTY;

was entrusted largely the responsi- 
bility of the home, the rearing, of 
families, the education and training 
of .the children. Facilities for ir?-'. 
vel were extremely limited,; and there, 
were'few diversions. Sto.claim, 'their, 
timfe'or attention. .Their.sphere was. 
the tome.'They were'''wives, moti- 


teachers, 
advisers.' and 
also, 


helpers in the manifold duties de-, 
solving upon the men who were oc- 
cupied with subduing the forces of. 
nature iii 'a new country. 
j 


It' was in the pioneed period :that 


the neighborly spirit, the dentocraey 
of the community, and the customs.' 
peculiar to, 'and characteristic .of 
tii'e pe'bple of Rush county were de- 
veloped. And here in the valley:Of. 
Flatrock is "still maintained th'at 
spirit which" ~ represents 
the 
soul 


of 
America. 
To the creation and. 


maintenance of these customs and 
traditions, credit is due the 'pioneer 1 
women. The men had their^ politics,, 
their 
prejudices, 
their feuds'.and,^ 


their fights,'but the women whose ui-^ 
terests pertained to the individual) 
life and progress of the community,,, 
were the potent factor for'good 
in 


that formative 'period. 


Few .of 
the 
pioneer women of 


Rush county are now living. Many o£-L 
them have died in recent years, leav-, 
ing only a remnant of that cour- 
ageous group which played so con- 
spicuous a part in the development 
of the resources of the county. In- j 
dividual mention of those who are 
living would give added interest to 
this brief but general record, of 
their achievements, but lack of space 
will not permit their inclusion. * , 


It is by comparison that we • can 


best realize how young as a-Jcourity 
and 
community 'we are, and what 


tremendous progress has been made 
within the period 
of one hundred 


years. A few generations like some 
of these pioneer women, who 
are 


still living, could reach 
back and 


clasp 
hands with the first immi- 


grants to America.! The lives of 
some of them cover practically the 
entire history of the state of Ind- 
iana, and extend over the-greater 
period'of the history of the repub- 
lic. The part they played in the.de- 
velopment of the country, .the- es- 
tablishment and maintenance of our 
government and Us institutions, will 
not be fully understood and appre- 
ciated until their heroic deeds . nijd 
self sacrifice recede further into th/e 
past where they can be viewed ..:in 
greater perspective.

What changes have been wrought 


in . the brief span covered :by the 
lives of these women! What history- 
made!-What progress they witness- 
ed in the material and intellectual 
development. of the country!-.

Most of the 
pioneer 
women of 


Rush county journeyed to Indiana in 
"prairie schooners" 
(covered wag- 


ons) drawn by horses or ox-teams. 
These trips, 
some. times occupying 


weeks, and covering long distances 
over unimproved roads, were slow, 
tedious, and characterized by dig- 
comfort. 
The wagons were loadec 


with the simple household furniture 
and such supplies as the family re- 
quired on the trip, and not infre- 
quently the, outfit included a cow led 
behind the wagon. When the day,'i 
journey was ended the family, 
or 


company of settlers traveling 
to- 


gether, camped by the 
wayside 


cooking their',food over open fires 
and sleeping in the wagons, or on 
improvised beds spread beneath the 
vehicles. The wagons in which they 
traveled served' as homes, 
after 


their arrival, until cabins could be 
built out.'of logs'cut from trees on 
the land entered as_ homesteads. Bui 
the 
men- and women who came .to 


Rush" county seeking homes a. cen- 
tury ago were "inured to hardships 
arid their courage was undaunted by 
circumstances which would be 
re- 


garded as insurmountable obstacles 
by their( descendants'who now enjoy 
the 'advantages of the civilization 
which 
their endeavors made pos- 


sible.

Some of the pioneer women ccme 


as children, with their parents, oth- 
ers came as brides, and still others 
as mothers of families, braying with 
heroic fortitude, and even enthus- 
asm, the hardships and deprivations 
ncident to migrating to, and settling 
in an undeveloped country. 


The houses they 
built, 
and in 


which' they made their homes, reprer 
sented a type peculiar to the.per- 
od. They consisted. of. .one or . two 
rooms, and sometimes a "lean-to,5* 
used as a loom or weaving r room: 
Phey were built of -logs, often-nn- 
icwn tree trunks, with -the bark left 
m, notched at the. ends in a way to

The spaces 


were "chinked" 
with 
sticks 
and 


plastered over with mud. The roof 
was: m'aele of'clapboards about three 
feet'in length, and from six to :eiglVt 
inches, wide,' rived out of straight- 
grained oak. These boards were laid 
upon'.poles extending from one gable 
end 'of the building to the other, car- 
ried iip at an angle to give the ropf 
the' proper' slant. 
Nails were not 


available, and the boards were held 
in'' place 'by timbers fastened''to the 
joist,' or supporting 
poles, 
with 


wooden pins. Floors were made of 
"puncheons," of , hewn- slabs, laid 
upon log "sleepers." '• 
' "An 
open fire place served the 


double purpose of heating the house 
and for cooking the food. The fire- 
place, which often covered /a large 
portion of one one of the room, was 
a source_of comfort in winter, and 
of homely, cheer in all seasons. The 
lower part of the chimney was built 
"Of logs, over the inside of which 
:was laid a heavy coating of clay. 
The upper portion was constructed 
of pieces of wood, uniform in size, 
laid one above the other, with ends 
pverlaping to hold them in place, 
filled between'and plastered on. the 
inside with mud. 
?. 


The doors 
and' windows 'were 


framed with roughly hewn timbers. 
Doors werjB put together with wood- 
en pins in lieu of nails, hung upon 
wooden hinges and fastened with a 
wooden latch. 
A string attached to 


the latch passed through a 
small 


hole in the door, so th'at it rould be 
raised from the outside. At night, or 
when intruders were not wanted, the 
string waa drawn in, and from this 
custom came the expression, ' "the 
latch strings hangs out." • 


• Cooking was done' over an open 
fire in the wide-throated-'fireplace, 
which was a conspicuous feature of 
every Rush 
county pioneer home;, 


Some of them were equipped with re- 
volving cranes, on which could 
be 


hung pots and kettles.,' .;,- • 


Cooking utensils consisted of pots, 


kettles,,skillets and .pans.. .Wheat 
and 
corn bread were baked in an 


iron oven which stood upon 
three 


legs 
was 
lid, upon wfiich could be heaped hot 
embers. Most of the bread 
the pioneers 
was 
made . of corn 


meal, designated as corn bread, pone 
and . johnny-cake. The. bread and 
pone were baked in the oven, 
but 


the johnny-cake was cooked 
on a 


36ard in front of the fire. Potatoes 
were roasted in hot ashes, and cof- 
fee boiled over the open fire, 
i Light was -provided by; primitive, 
'amps made by laying a. strip. p£ 
Cloth, or wick, in a bowl of melted 
animal fat, with one end of the wick 
jrojecting over the edge of the ves- 
sel. 
The oil was absorbed by the 


wick, which would burn as long as 
:he supply lasted. Other methods of 
ighting were by tallow, 
dips and 


lome-made candles. The former were 
nade,.by dipping, a .twisied,.-cotton 


above beds of live coals, and 
covered with a flange-rimmed 


string was withdrawn the fat which 
adhered to it would cool quickly, and 
the operation was repeated until the 
dip assumed the desired form. Can- 
dles were made by pouring melted 
tallow into metal molds. The molds 
were so formed that when the tallow 
cooled the candles could be easily 
withdrawq. 


Game, including 


keys, geese, ducks, 


deer, wild 
pheasants 


tur- 
and 


quiril, 
and fish in great varieties, 


which abounded in the forests and 
streams, furnished 
meat 
for the 


table, and with vegetables that grew' 
prolifically in the rich virgin soil, 
the pioneers were assured of a plen- 
tiful supply of food. 
' 


In addition to their numerous and 


arduous household duties, the pion- 
eer women helped to clear the land 
and cultvate the soil. They clipped 
fleeces from the backs 
of sheep, 


washed, carded and spun the 
wool 


into yarn, and on hand looms wove 
it into blankets and into cloth from 
which they made clothing. They also 
knitted socks, stockings and mittens 
for the members of their families. 
Included in the industrial 
achieve- 


ments of the piqneer women was the 
making of 'beautiful 
applique and 


patch-work quilts. When the labor 
involved in the production of these 
various articles is contemplated, the 
achievements of our maternal ai^- 
cestors seem little less than marvel- 
ous, 
r 


There w«re few doctors among the 


early settlers of the' county, medi- 
cine was scarce, expensive and dif- 
ficult to obtain, and 
the 
pioneer 


women were often compelled by nec- 
essity to assume the role of doctors 
and nurses. The simple remedies they 
applied in cases of emergency were 
wonderfully 
eficacious, 
and 
the 


strong constitutions and fine physi- 
ques, of their descendants evidence 
the fact that the simple lives they 
lived made for the 'conservation of 
health and physical vitality. 
••The homes of the pioneers were 
frequently remote.from other places 
of human habitation, roads, were few 
and often impassable. Some of the 
roads 
designated 
as "corduroy," 


were built by placing logs side by 
side, on'the ground, vand a journey 
in a cart;" or lifinber wagon without 
springs,' thfe usual means of 'trans- 
portation at that time?was a; slow 
and-extremely^.lincomforable experi- 
ence. 


.Schools were few and far between,' 


and the instructions provided were 
elemental in . the extreme. 'To 
the 


pioneer mothers fell the lot of sup- 
plementing the education to be ob- 
tained in^.-the-vprimitive schools with 
instructions at home. -.' " 


Diversions wej^e few' in the rural 


districts but the simple,, amusements 
were* indulged in with enthusiasm, 
and the neighborly^'spirit common to 
the period was epmhasized by the 
interest with which they 
invested 


community gatherings. These meet- 
ings, like other phases of life were 
characterized- by. the custom of ap 


tical and useful. Corn huskings and 
quilting bees were made the occas- 
ion for both work and sociability. 
House and barn-raisings, log-rollings 
and like events, which brought to- 
gether the residents of the commun- 
ity, were attended with social feat- 
ures, including special dinner or-snp- 
per, and simple games and amuse- 
ments. 


Out of these conditions, an unde- 


.veloped country, covered with dense 
forests, much of it swamp, in- 
fested with malaria, and abandoned 
by the aborigines only a century ago, 
has evolved Rush county, one 
of 


the richest, most productve and at- 
tractive sections of the great Hoos- 
ier commonwealh. And in celebrating 
the centennial of the county proper 
credit and honor should be given to 
the. pioneer 
women for the heroic 


and conspicuous pa'rt they played 
in its development and progress.
